However, in 194-3 the pressure 
brought to bear on the Spanish Government by the Brit- 
ish forced him to evacuate his quarters and abandon 
the establishment in Algeciras. He refused to give 
definite Information regarding the infra-red ray appa- 
ratus or the telescope, but he tacitly admitted that 
the apparatus had been turned over to the Spanish Naval 
Command; lie declined to specify the persons to whom 
delivery had been effected. 

At about the same time. C ap t alnj^KUHlBN THAL .... who 
was believed to have been in charge of the training: 
and school section of the Abwehr in Spain, also called, 
after having refused to cooperate through lieutenant 
Colonel Kleyenstuber , and delivered considerable prop- 
erty, including tires, an automobile, and money, which 
neither the Trusteeship nor any informant had boon 
aware were in his possession.. Euhlenthal apparently 
fears that he will ba subjected to a prison sentence 
on his arrival in Germany, and he therefore made every 
effort to qualify his actions as voluntary; KLey<sn.- 
s tuber states that he was unaware of the official 
funds in Xuhlenthal # s possession, especially the $2500 
and Escudos 5'000v00 .

There is attached hereto 
a translation of hid letter listing this radio equip- 
ment, which checked with the information already avail- 
able to the Embassy. There is also attached a memoran- 
dum of an investigation Covering the radio installa- 
tion. 

Max Ifranzbach, IQ. ©yens tuber ® s Chief Cashier 
( Oberstabsinfbnilant ) submitted a full accounting: of 
his funds. The accounting was first presented by 
Eranzbaoh to K3.eyenatu.ber for certification, the custom- 
ary practice they had previously followed, and was 
handed to a representative of the Embassy by both men 
. in a semi-formal ceremony. An English translation of 
the letter of transmittal and the detailed accounts 
are attached. The cash sum of Ft*. a. 97,5 83 - 35 w col- 
lected and entered in the accounts of the Trusteeship 
as a credit to official funds. 



The funds listed by Franz bach as in his posses- 
sion on Kay 8, 1945 were carefully checked against 
other information available, to the Embassy. All' the 
foreign exchange listed under section B, which was 
handed to the foreign Office, was delivered to the 
Trusteeship by the Spanish authorities on August: 1, 
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1945, except for Swiss francs 58,000. The Ministry 
will be requested to account for these missing Swiss 
francs, the sura of Ptas.. 96,568 delivered by Pranz- 
baefc. to the Foreign Office has been acknowledged as 
received and will in time be credited to the Trustee- 
ship. This sum ha3 been previously mentioned in 
section 2 of the enclosure to Safehavon Report no. 520 
of December 12, 1945 - 

The account appears clear, and as it checks with 
the information furni she'd by Zimmer, it is believed to 
be an accurate settlement of the funds of the AbYiehr 
in possession of \j£LeyenstiLber, Pranzbach, and the 
group cooperating with them.

I declare that several times I talked with a 
gentleman who apparently sympathized with the Germans, 
whom I did not knoY/ as a policeman, which later I 
proved. She conversations tended to deal with clear- 
ing up the unusual occurrences in the German Embassy, 
where I served as cashier, my classif5.cation being 
career administrative inspector (inspector adminis- 
trative de oarrera). Inasmuch as the questions of the 
abovementioned policeman were well phrased, and as he 
was almost completely informed on the subject, I de- 
cided to ask him why he was so much interested in .what 
had happened in the Embassy. He answered: "I am very 

curious because as I am a student of political and 
economic sciences, I like to learn about the function- 
ing of the. administration of foreign countries, inso- 
far as it affects my future career." 



But it was exactly the opposite. It w as a matter 
of investigation, apparently Instituted by the Spanish 
authorities; I was later able to verify that my former 
chiefs ai.i f eHow-workers of the section of the .Em- 



bassy to which I belonged had been arrested by Sr .jGun,- 
txn (the -policeman ) and his companions. And the rifex 
"dny, when I saw said senor Guntinr in company' with 
Professor Frohbergya said to him: "You 

lenow e^5ryt?]lJig,. &Ila !' am "inclined to toll you every- 
thing that has happened . " His answer was, "well, you 
are a secret service agent." The professor intervened, 
and I recognized him as an old pupil of mine enrolled 



in political and economic sciences. . /aid then Sr. Gxnr- 
tin, smiling, said; "Gentlemen, the time for truth 
hao come. I am investigating this matter, and I hope 
that through your own goodness you will help me, for 
it is for your good and that of your comrades that I 
do it." 



Then he explained the unusual events which had 
occurred: we answering that we were inclined to facili 

tate and help in the work you (Sr. Guntin) are carrying 
out, and you may also count on our collaboration from 
this moment as we would have done if we had known 
sooner what your work was, but we were ignorant of 
it until you told us. At that time I told everything 
I knew . 

I know the following: 

1. The head of my section, Xleyenstueber, ordered 

his chief cashier, Pranzbach, who is my immediate 
superior, to take charge of all the money and also of 
the valuables and foreign exchange and the quantity of

In my first report made some months ago I estimated 
the money of the Barcelona office after the close of the 
consulate at Ptas. 500,000. The following must be borne 
in mind : 

1. Major Paul (now in Caldas) still has Ptas. 175,000 
to form a cask reserve for the secret service. In- 
spite of repeated invitations to deliver this 3um, 
nothing has been accomplished. This sum has left 
Sefior Pfau ? s oashbox. 

2. Major Paul has also misspent 'Ptas. 75,0 r 0. reserved 
for the six months* salaries after the closing of 
the consulate for the employees of his own office. 
These would have been left without money, if Pfau 
had not paid them their salaries for three months. 
Through Paul’s deceipt they are still out three 
months. Paul himself is a millionaire. Said 
Ptas. 75,0GC thus belong to Pfav. 'a oashbox, too. 

3. Prepayments of Ptas. 80,000, which were not re- 
turned to the oashbox. 

4. Ptas, 320,000 in coins, completely spent according 
to Pfau * b liquidation attached. 

Pfau paid after the closing of the consulate, on 
order of Dr. Panhorst. Through Pfau I learned that 
Panhorst insulted me terribly when he heard about the 
detention of KLeyensttiber , Franzbach, etc. Panhorst 
was not at all in favor of delivering the funds to the 
consulate by means of Pfau. In addition to that- he 
demanded that Pfau sell the cars. Pfau refused to do 
this, as I kept him informed by letters. Of course, 
Panhorst alone should not have taken on that responsi- 
bility. V/hen there was nothing for it but to deliver 
the cars, Panhorst said to Pfau: "How we are doing the 

same thing that Zimmer has already -done. From now on I 
shall avoid my old friends." 

Dr. Panhorst was Kleyeiistuber * s adviser in Spanish 
affairs and his principal confidant. He liked to talk 

to 
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to women in order to learn the names of Germans who 
disagreed, in the matter of the war and the German policy 
For example, he frequently v/ent to visit Sehor a XLeutner , 
v/ho knows many Germans in Barcelona, w i thout Ilex hfiowingT^ 
the real reason for his visits. (Her husband is in CaJ^N ■" 
das and was Pfau's predecessor. ) This activity of Pan— 
horst's had nothing to do with his duties as a member of 
the military secret service; on the contrary, it resem- 
bles Gestapo work. Panhorst himself has told me this. 





In Llarch. or April, 1945 Kleyenstuber and Dr. Pan- 
horst founded the camouflaged secret service enterprise 
called "ZAUAGCZA." At that time Panhorst spent about 
Ptas. 5t*,000 on furniture and books. This purchase v/as 
made in Madrid. How much money has been spent for this 
undertaking in Barcelona through camouflaged invoices I 
naturally do not know, but certainly purchases were 
made there also. Through Pfau I learned that this "ZARA- 
GOZA" is now hidden in a Madrid organization, also that 
the name "ZARAGOZA” is apparently altogether deceptive. 

As this enterprise, because of the end of the, war, can 
no longer aid the military secret norvice,- it could only 
further Panhorst ' 3 personal future. 

I learned from Oeflora leutner that Panhorst prom- 
ised her that her husband was to be released from Caldas 
about the end of November. It is known that last year 
the Embassy used certain people as dummies in ‘the intern- 
ment camps in place of those who should have gone. -It 
is said that in this, case, leutney had to go to CaldasQ 
in place of Paul, aft ex' a conference offaueggfihaasff, ffy* 
Dr. Panhorst, Paul, etc. I knew about xt last year. 

Moreover, Panhorst lives very well today, and ac- 
cording to v/hat Pfau tells me, has a great deal of money. 
That does not surprise me, for aside from his salary 
Panhorst used to spend Ptas. 10,000 every month for per- 
sonal expenses. 



I have the impression that Pfau in no way has 
gotten rich from the money in his cashbox , but I also 
feel that he has failed to tell me everything. I begged 
him to - help me reveal the fraud committed by many of our 
compatriots. To this he said, that if evil can be re- 
moved from the v/o rid, then he would help me. He spoke 
of the slight success of my own denouncement of Kleyen- 
stuber, Franz bach, etc., who are still living well, at 
liberty and unpunished, and moreover spending Stats funds. 
Cn the other hand, he .said that many onimportant men 
were in Caldas. 



I asked Pfau for a complete list of the distribution 
of typewriters. But in his own report he did not mention 
these machines.

1,500 
contained in a special liquidation. I made every prepa- 
ration in order to be able to return to Germany any 
moment I was commanded., Certain indications pointed to 
the fact that my duty was finished. Perhaps my return 
has been avoided only by the suspension of the Air Serv- 
ice. The chauffeur was dismissed end received the gifts 
i.e. , indemnification for his services ordered by Berlin 
The automobile which l disposed of has been handed over 
as the only object of worth, to the American Consulate 
at Barcelona.

Dr. Panhorst was assigned to the Abwehr in Barce- 
lona; he is a close friend of lieutenant Colonel 
Itleyena tuber and of Lindenberg of the Lufthansa. 

He is obviously of the intelligentsia rather than 
a member of the Intelligence Service. Apparently J» 
w . is a famed historical writer, and has made many trips 
abroad to compile data for research,, mostly in Spain. 

He visited the United States in 1922 as a student 
tourist, in 3.928 with a historical research group, 
and again in 1936 e-n route to. Venezuela and Peru for 
archive research there. He returned to tile United 
States from South America in 1940 for repatriation 
to Germany. A branch of the Panhorst family is located 
vj in Erie, Pennsylvania. 

Ur. Panhorst states that he was assigned to Spain 
to obtain general political information for the Abwehr 
1 rather than for specific duties of intelligence work. 
His monthly allotment was between Ptaa. 35 - 45,000, 
mostly spent on salaries, cor upkeep, chauffeur, secre- 
tary, entertainment of Abwehr visitors, and the trans- 
mission of small .lots of ooffee and tea to Germany to 
members of the Abwehr group. 

.He had engaged in historical research work with 
Kessing in Germany, mostly on Spanish history of the 
XV, XVI, and XVII centuries, and in the India Archives 
in Seville. During his several visits to the Waited 
states he became well known to Ur. \& tevensoTrW the 
Hispanic Society of New. Yor k, Addl'LIohal pWSChS" with 
whom he had associated were Baron Siegler (Heinria.R~^v 
Siegler von Eberswald, who is believed to be still in) 
Vienna), and the Prince of Auresperg, whom he labels - ^ 
as a well-kiiown anti-llazi. 

Ur. Panhorst was questioned regarding the two 
groups of "ARDIA" and " 2ARAGGZA, "■ inasmuch as Colonel 
KLeyenstuber said that -he was more fully aware of the 
details than anyone else. He said that "Ardia" v/aa a 
company formed by himself but never officially -in- 
scribed in the Industrial Register of Spain and never 
reported to the Ministry of Hacienda. It was merely 
a cover for his office, and had no assets or liabili- 
ties; it had no property except one or two desks, 
which were normal office supplies.

Because of JOLeyeastilber f s and Lindenberg's inter- 
est in postwar civil aviation, and in view of their 
frank appraisal of the situation that the Germans had 
lost the war, conversations were commenced in 1944 re- 
garding postwar civil aviation, and it was decided to 
form the oomnanv> |T TT ^ T ] i f/i swiejgr-'oompany was to be devoted 
t o the pure h ^aalaLj^^ . e t o . , but like 

Ardia, it was never inscribed in the Industrial Regis- 
ter of Spain, nor had the company been organized in 
conformity with Spanish law. However, in January- 
February, 1945 a number of books were purchased through 
Dr. Panhorst and kept in bis of floe. 

These activities were suspended at the end of 
February, due to the military situation then prevail- 
ing, and the inventory was turned over to the Deutsche 
Lufthansa in a formal dooument signed on February 26, 
1945, which is described in Kleyenstuber's memorandum 
•/ and is attached hereto. The Deutsche Lufthansa had 

voluntarily been turned over to the British and Ameri- 
can Embassies Trusteeship by Lindenberg in May, 1945, 
and the property of JI3DINA is actually in the posses- 
sion of the Trusteeship and will form part of the 
assets of the company. ' 

Dr. Panhorst wae questioned regarding his associa- 
tion with General Kraemer,;' the German Air Attach^, and 
maintains they had been extremely cold and only in the 
acquaintance! 3tage . Dr. Panhorst apparently is a man 
of huge friendship, and was personally known Go von 
Moltke, the Ambassador who died in Madrid several years 
ago. General Kraemer apparently resented the personal 
relationship between Dr. Panhorst and von Moltke, and, 
as a result of the coolness Dr. Panhorst rarely came to 
Madrid. General Kra enter was not involved in the forma- 
tion or control of M Ardia, H as previously rumored. 

Dr. Panhorst was inducted into the Abwehr in 
1940, due to the impossibility of his continuing his- 
torical research, because of his knowledge of foreign 
countries and languages, and because of his social 
qualifications. He was sent to Barcelona for political 
information work, commissioned a major in the Air Corps 
Reserve in order to give him proper rank for supervis- 
ing hi 3 subordinates.

Attach^ (at those times brought to the idea by the ar- 
rival of Hr., Pirout-v at ll&drid). -,/e realized that 
after the already foreseen collapse a representation 
and cultivation of the civil aviation according to the 
given possibilities would never be possible relying 
upon the way of thinking of the at those times leading 
persons of the Embassy, not regarding the fact, that 
from these persons never could have been expected an 
interest and the necessary understanding for the i’ela- 
tions by air between nations. Beyond this we agreed 
that every step we would undertake in this direction, 
given the sharp supervision of liis as well as of my 
person, would lead to the suspicion of "defaitism ,; of 
us both.

Subject Infra-red Rays 



I am returning herewith the various memorandums 
regarding infra-red ray system of detecting ships in 
the Straits of Gibraltar. Eberhard Kieckebusoh cf 
the German Secret Service was in charge of these 
activities. 

From the chief cashier of the Abwehr, Llaz FilANZ - 
BACH, I learned that the Villa Isabel at Algecirac 
was rented and later renovated at oost of XAas. 2G0,- 
OOO by ZCi coke bus ch. The money for the renovation, of 
the cottage was furnished by the German Secret Serv- 
ice, and consisted mostly of building a high stone 
wall and a false fagade to eliminate possible detec- 
tion by the British. Franzbach recalls that the lease 
provided that any improvements of the property would 
be for the benefit of the lessor, and therefore it. 
appears to me that there is no possibility of recov- 
ery of assets. 

Franzbach further added that he had remonstrated 
with Kieckebusc-h. that instead of renting the property, 
they should purchase it outright, as it could have- 
been secured for Ptafi, 50 ,000 when they commenced 
operations. The property and the infra-red ray serv- 
ice, he added, were abandoned late in 1945 because of 
the strong pressure brought to bear on the Spanish 
Government by the British Embassy. They had not util- 
ized the property since that date, and abandoned all 
interest therein. 

They had rented several other buildings in Alge- 
eiras, but again because of British pressure the 
Spanish Government required them to depart from Alge- 
oiras. They abandoned their equipment in 1945 and 
January, 1944* He did not give details of the other 
buildings they had used there. 

Kieckebusch acknowledged that the equipment in 
the Villa Isabel was ruid^r his custody and direct ion, 
and referred to ACarbir^f g the "pobre" who was the 
faqade for the? 'organization but had -no intimate know- 



ledge of what was going on. He atteap ied to give the 
impression that Carte was a stooge. 

ICLeckebueoh refused to state the present loca- 
tion of the equipment. He maintained that he could 
not answer any questions regarding his professional 
activities, and held to that position throughout the 
interview. It was pointed out to him that only three 
means of disposing of the apparatus could be consid- 
ered: 

1. it had been permanently destroyed; 

2. it had been delivered to the Spanish 
Government ; 

3. it was still in his possession. 



I therefore demanded an accounting for the appa- 
ratus, and by elimination (that is, he denied it was 
in his possession or that he had destroyed it) we 
ax-rived at the tacit admission that he had delivered 
the 1 apparatus to the Spanish naval authorities ac r.;. 
free gift in 1943. He refused, however, to divulge 
the names of the authorities or the organisation to 
which he had delivered the equipment, 

During the course of later conversations, he ad- 
mitted that not only the infra-red ray equipment but 
the huge telescope had been given to the Spanish 
naval au t ho :c 1 1 :L e e . 

He expects to be repatriated, and is very fear- 
ful that a similar line of questions will be directed 
at him on hie arrival in Germany. 

Kieckebusch quarrelled with Lieutenant Colonel 
KLeyens tuber in the presence of Efcarisbach regarding 
the dissolution of the Abwehr in Spain. It appears 
to me that Ei.eckebr.3ch had plans for a opntinuance 
of the organisation contrary to tho request of Eleven 
sttiber; and Prana bach, whom I can presume to quote as 
a typical Prussian soldier, was considerably agitated 
because KLeekebusch had dared to question the orde?.*e 
of his superior, Lieutenant Colonel Ifl.eyenetti.ber . 

My impression is that direct interrogation of 
Kieckebusch in the presence of Prana bach after their 
repatriation to Germany may prove vory interesting.

The above, the chief of the radio oommunications 
section of the German' Military Secret Service, was 
interviewed regarding the material, apparatus, cars, 
and other equipment said to have been in his possession. 

He was ordered by Lieutenant Colonel Ideyenstilber , 
he states, to make a clear declaration, and he was -pre- 
pared on his "oath as a German officer" to cooperate 
with us. Hs stated ho was prepared to - answer any per- 
tinent questions regarding German property, but must 
decline to answer about his professional activities 
prior to May 5, 1945- He delivered the two cars util- 
ized by bis section., a Ford and a Citroen, to mo. He 
maintains he ha3 no other equipment in his possession. 

Questioned regarding the radio sets, he maintained 
that he had eight receiving sets normally, which he had 
sold. As they were sold through an intermediary, he is 
taking steps to verify their present location order 
that he may supplement his statements. The funds he 
received from the 3ale have been turned over to Franz - 
bach, who in turn included them in bis recapitulation 
of money, which has also been delivered to me. 

Loebe maintains he had five sending sets in all: 
four 80 watt and one 250 watt stations. On instruc- 
tions from lieutenant Colonel Kleyenstttber , he states, 
he made no attempt to sell them, but Instead destroyed 
them by reducing them to slag with the assistance of 
Termite powder. It ia recalled that a quantity of this 
powder had been found in Marfa Molina when we took over 
the building. Loebe took me to the place where he main- 
tains the slag parts were abandoned, and after a search 
in the debris we actually uncovered some parts v/hich I 
believe, because of the aluminum metal and the peculiar 
shapes of odds and ends of pieces, were really the base 
of a transmitter set. However, the metal b id been, sc 
distorted by melting that there v/as of course nr def- 
inite proof. ' 

This differs from the information given by Mr. Bald 
win in his recent memorandum, which states he had seven 
receiving sets and six sending sets. The totals agree, 
but there is one more receiving set and one less sending 
set, according to loebe’ s statement-
